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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Currently, claims 1-9, 20-24, 26-3 1, 35-37, and 41-47 are pending in the application. 

2. In the prior action, mailed on October 19, 2007, claims 1-9 and 20-47 were pending in 
the application; with claims 32-34 and 38-40 withdrawn from consideration; and claims 1-9, 20- 
31, 35-37, and 41-47 under consideration and rejected. 

3. In the Response of January 22, 2008, the Applicant cancelled claims 25, ?2-34, and 38- 
40; and amended claims 1, 22, 23, 29, 35, 41, 42, and 45. 

4. Claims 1-9, 20-24, 26-31, 35-37, and 41-47 are under consideration. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. (Prior Rejection- Withdrawn) Claim 25 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. In view of the cancellation of the claim, the 
rejection is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections -J5 USC §103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 1-4, 6, 9, 20, 45, and 46 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rees et al. (WO 92/02633) in view of Miller et al. (WQ 
01/09370- as translated in U.S. 2002/0 127547).The claims have been amended by requiring that 
the parent phage are transferred from the infected sample, rather than removed therefrom. The 
purpose of the amendment is to clarify that the parent phage are not merely inactivated or killed, 
but are physically removed from the sample in which the target bacteria are to be detected. 

In traversal of the rejection, the Applicant argues that neither of the cited references . 
teaches methods involving the detection or quantification of bacteria through the detection or 
quantification of progeny phage in a test sample from which parent phage have been transferred. 
While Applicant's description of the teachings of the cited references individually appears to be 
accurate, the assertions that there would have been no motivation for the combination of the 
teachings of the references, and that the combined teachings do not render the claimed invention 
obvious are not found persuasive. 

First, it is noted that Applicant's arguments with respect to the KSR decision are not 
found persuasive. The fact that the KSR decision relates to a substitution of mechanical, as 
opposed to biological, arts is not found adequate to overcome the rejection. The Applicant has 
failed to provide demonstration or evidence that those of ordinary skill in the art would not have 
considered a physical removal of the parent phage from a sample as a functional equivalent of 
the killing or inactivation of the phage as described by Rees. While there is a need for motivation 
to combine elements found in the prior art, such need not be explicitly in the art. Rather, such 
motivation may be found in the mere substitution of familiar elements according to known 
methods where the substitution would yield predictable results. 
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In the present situation, it would have been apparent to those of ordinary skill in the art 
that the purpose in Rees for the removal (killing or inactivation) of the parent phage from the test 
sample was to prevent the parent phage from being detected during the step of detecting the 
progeny phage. Moreover, it would also have been apparent to those of ordinary skill that a 
similar result could be achieved through the physical removal of the parent phage from the test 
sample. This is because, in either case, the parent phage.would not be present in the sample to 
interfere with the detection of the progeny phage. 

Miller teaches a method involving the attachment of the parent phage to a substrate 
surface (an immobilized parent phage). The teachings of the reference indicate that the parent 
phage remain effective for the binding and infection of the target bacteria. While the teachings of 
Miller are directed to the use of the immobilized phage in a method for the detection of target 
bacteria prior to the production of progeny phage, it would have been apparent to those of 
ordinary skill in the art that the immobilized parent phage of Miller could be used to infect the 
target bacteria in any method for the detection of such involving the use of a parent phage that 
infects the target pathogen. The difference between Miller and Rees is the timing of, and means 
for, the detection of the infected bacterial cells, not in the parent phage that may be used. Thus, it 
would have been obvious to those of ordinary skill in the art to use the immobilized phage of 
Miller as the parent phage for the method of Rees, and that the removal (thus transfer) of the 
parent phage from the test sample may be achieved through the removal of substrate, rather than 
requiring the killing or inactivation of the parent phage via the means described by Rees. 

It is noted that other teachings in the art indicate that it was known that such substrate 
immobilization may be used for the detection and isolation (i.e. transfer from a sample) of a 
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target microbiotic. See e.g., Olsvik et al., Clin Microbiol Rev 7:43-54, at 43 (teaching that IMS, a 
form of substrate immobilization, could be used for the detection and isolation of bacteria and 
viruses- reference of record in the April 2004 IDS). Thus, the. use of such a device for the 
isolation of the parent phage would have been obvious to those of ordinary skill in the art. 

For these reasons, and the reasons of record, the Applicant's arguments in traversal are 
not found persuasive and the rejection is maintained. 

8. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 7, 8, 21, and 47 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rees and Miller as applied above, and further in view 
of Vafai (U.S. 5,824,3 19). Applicant traverses to this rejection for the same reasons as asserted 
with respect to the rejection over Rees and Miller above. As the arguments were not found 
persuasive with respect to that rejection for the reasons provided above, the present rejection is 
also maintained. 

9. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 22-25, 27, and 28 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rees in view of Miller as applied above, and further in 
view of Vonk et al. (J Immunol Methods 137: 133-39). Claim 25 has been cancelled from the 
application. The rejection is therefore withdrawn from this claim. Applicant traverses to this 
rejection for the same reasons as asserted with respect to the rejection over Rees and Miller 
above. As the arguments were not found persuasive with respect to that rejection for the reasons 
provided above, the present rejection is also maintained against claims 22-24, 27, and 28. 
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10. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 5 and 26 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over, respectively, Rees and Miller as applied above; or Rees and Miller in 
view of Vonk as applied to claims 13 and 14 above, and further in view of Sun et al. (J Indust 
Microbiol Biotechnol 25: 273-75). Applicant traverses to this rejection for the same reasons as 
asserted with respect to the rejection over Rees and Miller above. As the arguments were not 
found persuasive with respect to that rejection for the reasons provided above, the present 
rejection is also maintained. 

11. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 35-37 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Madonna et al. (U.S. 7,166,425, previously published as U.S. 
2004/0224359), in view of Rees (supra). 

It is noted that these claims, unlike the pending claims under examination in the 
immediately prior office action, read on methods where the parent phage are immobilized on a 
substrate after the incubation of the infected sample and release of the progeny phage. This 
differs from the claims pending and under consideration in the immediately prior office action in 
that those previously pending claims which required that the infected sample was incubated such 
that new phage particles would be released after the parent phage were immobilized. 

Applicant traverses the rejection by asserting that support for the claimed invention may 
be found in the priority provisional application 60/418822, which teaches biotinylating phage, 
incubating a sample with "free biotinylated phage," immobilizing the biotinylated phage with 
streptavidin coated beads, and transferring the immobilized parent phage from the sample. 
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However, as was described on page 4 of the February 2006 Office action, the methods 
described in the priority application do not teach any embodiment where, as is required by the 
present claims, the free parent phage are transferred or removed after the production of the 
progeny phage. As such, Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive. As such, Applicant's 
assertion that the method species disclosed by the priority application provide adequate support 
for the genus method of claim 35 is not found persuasive as there is no support in the priority 
application for methods involving removal of free parent phage after the production and release 
of the progeny phage. 

The rejection is therefore maintained for the reasons above, and the reasons of record. 

12. (Prior Rejection- Maintained) Claims 29-3 1 and 41-44 were rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Madonna in view of Rees, and further in view of Vonk 
(supra.). The Applicant traverses this rejection on the same grounds asserted with respect to the 
rejection over Madonna in view of Rees above. The arguments are not found persuasive for the 
reasons described above. The rejection is therefore maintained for the reasons above, and the 
reasons of record. 

13. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
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invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e),. (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a).
